Wherefore, .ac- 
cording to the former Orders andReſolutions of this Court ; we will vigorouſly putiin Exe- 
.cution the ſevereſt of the Laws now in force, __ all Seditious Sectaries and- Diſafteted 
Perſons:to the Government. And we will by Order of this Court, require from:them ſuffi- 
-Cient Security for their quiet and peaceable Behaviour, | 
And becauſe many of thoſe, that were actually in Arms in the late Rebelhon, are not yet 
Apprehended, and many that did Abet and Contribute towards it, arenot yet (we fear) diſ- 
_ covered; we will {trily require the Conſtables and other Officers of every Pariſh in this 
County, to preſent to us, upon their Oaths, exact Liſts of all the Inhabitants of their reſpe- 
.Ctive Pariſhes, that have been reputed Phanatical or Diſattected to the Government. nd 
whether from the Twelfth day of Fune, to the Sixth day of Fuly laſt, they have been abſent 
from their reſpective Habitations ; as alſo whether they have held any Correſpondency with 
any Rebels, have ſhelter'd them, or in the leaſt have Aſhſted or Contributed towards them ; 
_ what Strangers they have had in their Houſes fince the time ahove-mentioned. And we 
will leave Warrants in the hands of all Conſtables for the ſearching for, and apprehending all 
ſuch ſuſpitious Perſons. ” 

And foraſmuch as Seditious Libels, Scandalous Speeches, and falſe News, have been the 
ſucceſsful Engines with which they have Þ apr or their Helliſh Treaſons, we reſolve ſe- 
verally to puniſh all the Authors or Publiſhers of Seditious Libels, and the Spreaders of falſe 
News: And for the Encouragement of all ſuch as ſhall Proſecute or give Evidence againſt 
any of them, we will from time to time Reimburſe and Deſray all the necellary Charge and 
Fxpence tnat they ſhall beac in ſuch their Proſecutions. 

And, whereasit hath appear'd that Non-conformiſt Miniſters, and Conventicle Preachers 
have been the Miſchievous Factors that have for a long time propagated and upheld the Fa- 
ction, and under pretences of Religion, -have {ſeduced the unwary People from their Alle- 
giance and Duty ; and that con{derable numbers of them were actually in the late Rebellion 
(fit Chaplains indeed for ſuch a Muſhrom King, and fit Spiritual Guides for ſuch lewd Rebels)., 
We reſolve to Ii{lue out Warrants from this Court for the Apprehending of all Non-confor= 
miſt Preachers, that we ſhall be informed by the Preſentments of the head Conſtables or the 
Grand Jury, or by our own knowledge have been ſeen at any time within the ſpace of three 
Years within this County, as Inhabitants, Sojourners, or Strangers. And whereas we havefor- 
merly ordered Forty Shillings as a Reward toany that ſhould Apprehend or ſecure them, we 
reſolve now, asa farther Encouragement, to give to any Perſon K Lt {hall apprehend or ſecure 
any one of them, the ſum of Three Pounds. 

We haveby fad and long Experience found the miſchievous and fatal Effects of too much 
Lenity and Indulgence, which meeting with the Incorrigible ill Nature of the Sectaries and 
Phanaticks, did' certainly beget and nouriſh this late Impudent Rebellion ; which a few 
-gentleſtroaks of Juſtice would at firſt happily have prevented ; ſo that the Sword which hath 
been Defenſively unſheathed, and hath been (thanks to Almighty God) ſo ſucceſsful, muſt 
for ſome time be neceſſarily kept unſheathed, in the Execution of the Laws, till this Genera=- 
tion of Impenitent and Deſperate Rebels be all cut off; for our Religion, the Kings Sacred 
Perſon, and our Government cannot otherwiſe be ſecured. ws
